THIRD SESSION—SECOND LEGISLATURE. 


THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 30, 1911. 
The Speaker took the chair at 3 o'clock. 


This being the first day of the Third Session of the Second Legis- 
lature of the Province of Alberta for the despatch of business pursuant 
to a Proclamation of His Honour George Hedley Vicars Bulyea, 
Lieutenant Governor, and the House having met, His Honour entered 
the House and having taken his seat on the Throne was pleased to 
open the Session by the following gracious speech: 


Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


Our meeting together for the first time in this Chamber, which 
will be the home of the Legislative Assembly of Alberta throughout 
the years to come, is one of some historical significance, the fact 
that the Chamber practically occupies the site of the old Council 
Chamber of the Hudson’s Bay Company, the earliest form of Govern- 
ment established in this country, pleasantly connecting the past with 
the future. We may all unite in the hope that the legislation to 
be enacted here will be for the benefit and welfare of the people of 
the Province. 


Their Gracious Majesties, King George the Fifth and Queen Mary, 
were crowned at Westminster in June last, the Province being 
represented at the Coronation ceremonies by my first Minister. I 
feel assured that it is the prayer of every heart that the Almighty 
may be pleased to grant long life and great happiness to their 
Majesties, together with the loyal affection of their subjects in all 
parts of their Dominions. | 


Since we last met His Majesty has been pleased to appoint His 
Royal Highness the Duke of Connaught to be Governor General of 
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Canada. This appointment I am sure you will agree with me is one 
that cannot but tend to promote Imperial sentiment and feeling 
throughout the Dominion, and to strengthen the bonds of the Empire. 
I anticipate that you will join on behalf of the Province of Alberta 
in a loyal weleome to the new Governor General and his royal consort. 
Earl Grey, our late Governor General, has left behind him through- 
out the whole Dominion many memories, all highly honourable to 
him. Whatever field of public usefulness he may devote himself 
to in future Earl: Grey will carry with him the good wishes of the 
Canadian people from Cape Breton to Victoria, none being more 
earnest and sincere than those from the Province of Alberta. 
During the month of October last, my Government and the 
Province generally were represented at ‘the Dry Farming Congress 
held this year in the State of Colorado. The Congress decided to 
hold its session of 1912 in the Province of Alberta, the City of Leth- 
bridge having been selected for the place of meeting. It may be 
confidently expected that the natural wealth producing ability of 
the Province under dry farming methods of cultivation may be again 
evidenced next year. It is a matter of pride to recall that the ex- 
hibits made by Alberta at the recent Congress were awarded so large 
a number of the prizes offered for competition as to secure the prize 
for the greatest number of awards obtained by any exhibit, notwith- 
standing the efforts to secure that laudable object made by the 
Governments of the several States of the Union represented at the 
Congress, as well as the authorities of a number of the most advanced 
Agricultural Colleges in those States. 


My Government has found that the work being done by the 
Department of Agriculture through the several demonstration farms 
in the Province is meeting with “general appreciation, and proposes 
to supplement that work by providing for systematic educational 
instruction in agricultural matters. This must necessarily at first 
be elementary in its character, but will be of such a nature that it 
can be readily advanced and enlarged as occasion may require. 


The Province has now in operation an institution for the relief 
of the mentally afflicted at Ponoka, as well as one at Lethbridge 
intended primarily as a deterrent to crime, but which by the appli- 
cation of humanitarian principles is proving to be quite as much 
of a reformative character. Under the direct personal supervision 
of the Provincial Secretary the work of these institutions is resulting 
in a marked improvement amongst those unfortunate people who, 
in the interests of society generally, it is necessary to place under 
more or less rigid restraint. 


A measure will be submitted to you for dealing in an extensive 
and practical way with the disabilities felt by the residents of the 
rural sections of the Province, by the provision of trunk roads between 
the more important points. My Government is of opinion that by 
supplementing railroad facilities by main highways upon a carefully 
considered plan, much will be accomplished towards solving the 
transportation problems of our farmers. 


Your attention will be invited by my Government to the general 
railway situation not only in those northern portions of the Province 
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where railways are urgently required, but also in those parts in the 
more southern portion where the pressure of immigration has forced 
settlement out of practical reach of such railways. An earnest 
effort will be made to remove all of these disabilities. 


The extension of the present telephone system will also call for 
your consideration, and a Bill to provide for that purpose will be 
laid before you. 


- Measures dealing with rural and town municipal organizations, 
to provide for the more economical and effective administration 
of the public service, and in regard to the insurance of crops against 
destruction by hail are being prepared and will be duly submitted 
to you. 

During the recess my Government made a careful presentation 
of your claims to the right to administer the natural resources of 
the Province to the Dominion Government through Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, the then First Minister. No definite action having been 
taken in the matter before the formation of the present Government 
the attention of the Hon. R. L. Borden has been invited to the 
subject. A copy of the representations made will be laid before 
you for your information. Pending action by the Federal authorities, 
and in order to place my Government in a position to deal with the 
natural resources of the Province when the negotiations are com- 
pleted, arrangements are being made for a careful survey and exami- 
nation of the various waterpowers and other resources that may 
be expected to become the property of the Province when your claims 
thereto are admitted. 

The public accounts for the last fiscal year will be laid before 
you, as well as estimates of the amounts required for expenditure 
during the coming year, all prepared with due regard to economy 
and the requirements of the public service. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


I now leave you to the business of the Session having full con- 
fidence that your deliberations will be divinely guided to the best 
interests and welfare of the Province.

between the Government and the company, but upon such work

The Railway Committee respectfully submit the following 
report with respect to amendments to certain clauses of the Railway 
Act for the consideration of the House: 

1. The Committee recommends that the words ‘‘and sidings” 
be inserted after the word “grounds” in the fifth line of sub-clause 
5 of Section 72. 

2. Add sub-clause to 96: Before any agreement is made under 
the foregoing provisions of this Section, the company’s agent shall 
supply to the person whose lands are required, a copy of the provisions 
of this Act in a form approved by the Minister, relating to the pur- 
chase and expropriation of lands, and also post the same in the 
form of a notice in at least two conspicuous places on the property 
so required. 

3. Amendment to sub-clause 2 of Section 138: Add the words, 
‘or under” after the word “across” in the third line. 

4. In respect to the location of stations and sidings, the Com- 
mittee report that it appears to be the intention of the “Act that the 
Minister has the authority to approve, disapprove or order, where 
and when they are to be located on the railway lines, constructed 
or to be constructed under the Act. 

The Committee recommends, however, that the Premier be 
requested to give the sections of the Act relating to stations and 
sidings his special consideration when bringing down his proposed 
amendments, and further, if in his judgment the Act as it now reads 
is not sufficiently definite on that point that he introduce the neces- 
sary amendments during the present session of the House, as the 
Committee is unanimously of the opinion that it is of the utmost 
importance that the Government should have the fullest authority 
in respect to the location of stations and sidings. 

5. In respect to right-of-way and damage claims of settlers— 
now pending against railway companies—under the Act, the Com- 
mittee recommends that the Standing Committee urge that the 
Minister of Railways take up each case at once, and secure immediate 
settlement free of cost to the settlers, and that in future cases of 
right-of-way and damage claims connected therewith arising between 
settlers and railway companies, his Department make provisions 
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for protecting the interests of the settlers and enforce the provisions 
of the Railway Act free of cost to them. 
That Section 190 of the Railway Act be struck out. 

Section 191.—The Committee recommends that a ‘Claims 
Agent”? be appointed by the Minister, whose duty it will be to deal 
with all claims made by owners of stock under this Section. 

Section 143, subsection (a), after the word ‘“‘business”’ in the 
first Jine add the words ‘‘or incorporated town.” On the third 
line strike out the word ‘‘or” between the words ‘industry’ and 
‘business’? and insert the words ‘‘or a town”’ after the word ‘“‘busi- 
ness’? and strike out the last word on the third line and the first 
two words on the fourth line. Insert ‘‘or a town” after the word 
‘“ erson’”’ in the ninth line. 

Section 143.—That subsections (b) and (c) be struck out. 

The Committee recommend that Section 12 of the Model Bill 
be struck out. 

In the Model Railway Bill, page 36, Clause 11, on the third 
line add the words ‘‘and all other farm produce” after the word 
“oral.” : 

The Committee recommend that the following be embodied 
in the Model Bull: 

‘Tf the railway authorized by the Special Act to be constructed 
is of a greater Jength than fifty miles, the company shall construct 
and put in operation within one year from the date of its incorporation 
at least one-third of its Jength each year, and complete and put in 
operation the whole line within three years, and if of a less length 
than fifty miles, the company shall complete and put in operation 
the Ww hole line within the first vear from the date of its incorpora- 
tion.’ 

The Committee also recommend that the following be embodied 
in the Model Bill: 

‘All Bills providing for the renewal of charters or extensions 
of time as regards construction of railways under this Act shall set 
forth in preamble the undermentioned information verified by the 
Railway Engineer of the Government: 

(a) ‘Total mileage of road; 

e ) Miles located; 

(c) Miles of right-of-way cut out; 

(d) Miles oraded: 

(e) Miles tracked: 

(/) Mies under authorized operation; 

(g) Miles ballast. 

Approved by the Railway Committee.
